> wholeſome Counlel, to be relieved in want oz by 
tract ot time to be wozn out; Jealouſie only txtep⸗ 
ted, which is ſauced with lulpitious doubts & pinching mniſtruf, 
that whoſo ſeeks by friendly Counſel to raiſe out this paſſion, it 
kozthwith ſuſpeceth, that he giveth this advice to cover his 8wn 
Guiltineſs, Yea, who ſo is pinthed with this reffleſs ro:ment, 
doubteth all, diſturbeth himſelf, is alwaies frozen with fear, and 
fired with ſuſpition, having that wherein confiſteth all his joy, to 
be the bz&eder of his miſery. Pra, it is ſuch an heavy Enemy 
to the happy eſtate of Matrimony, ſowing betwen the Married 
couples, ſuch deadly ſ&@ds of ſecret Hatred, as Love once razed 
out by ſpightful Diſtruft, there often iſueth Blody Revenge, 
as this enſuing Vifto2y — NONety: Waherein Pandoſto 
(furiouſly incenſed by a cauſeleſs Jealoufle-) pꝛocured the Death 
of his moſt Loving and Loyal Wife, and his own endleſs Soz⸗ 
row, 


T* the Country of Bohemia, there Raſgneda King called Pan- 
doſto, whoſe Foztune, Succeſs in War againſt his Foes, 
and bountiful courteſie towards his Friends in peace, made him 
greatly feared and lovedofatl men. 

This pandoſto had to Wife a Lady called Bellaria, by Birth 
Royal, Learned by Education, Fair by Nature, by . 
amous 
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famous ; So that it was hard to judge, whether her Beauty, Foz⸗ 


tune, o: Tertne, won the greateſt Tommendation, Thele two 
linked together in perfec love, led their lives with ſuch koztu⸗ 


nate content, that their ſubjects greatly rejoyted to le their quiet 
diſpoſition. They had not ben married long, but foztune (wil⸗ 


ling to encreafe their happineſs) ſent thema Son, ſo adozned: 


with the gifts of nature, as the perfegion of rhe Child greatly 
augmented the love of the Parents and the joy of their Commong; 
inſomuch that the Bohemians, to. ſhew their inward joys by out⸗ 
ward actions, made Bonfires and Tziumphs thzoughout all the 
Kingdom: appointed Juſts and Turnies koz the Lonour of their 
young Pꝛinte: whither relozted not only his Nobles,but allo di⸗ 
"ers Rings and Pꝛintes which were his Meighbours, willing ro 
: their kriendſhip they owed to Pandoſto, and ts win fans and 
'02v hy their Pꝛowels and Malsur. Pandoſto, whoſe mind was 
traught with Pyrincely Liberality,entertained the Kings,191:1:c5 
and Moblemen with (ach lubmils courteſie c magnifical beumty, 
chat they all ſaw how willing he was to gratifie their god wills, 
making a general feaſt fo2 all his Subjects, which continued hy 
the ſpace of twenty days, all which time the Jults and Turnies 
were kept, to the great content both of rhe Tozds and Ladies 
there pzeſent. The ſolemn Tziumph being onte ended, the alſem- 
bly; taking their leave of Pandoſto and Bellaria, the young Son 
(who was called Gar inter) was Nurſed up in his houſe, to the 
great joy and content ok his Parents. 

Foꝛtune envious of ſuch happy ſucceſs, willing to ſhew ſome 
ſign ol her Jaconſtancy,turned her WheL,ano darkned the bꝛight 
Sun of Pꝛoſperity, with the miſty Clouds of miſhap and miſery, 
Foz it ſo hapned, thar Egiſtns King ok Sicilia, who in his youth 
had ben b2ought up with Pandoſto, deſirous to ſhew that neither 
trad of time, oꝛ diſtante of place could diminiſh their fozmer friend- 
ip, pzovided a Navy of ſhips, © ſailed into Bohemia, to viſit his 
ld friend © Companſon: Who hearing ok his arrival went him⸗ 

elk in perſon, and his wife Bellaria, accompanied with a great 
T1ainof Lo2ds and Ladies to meet Egiſtus ; and eſpying him, 
alighted from his Hozlt, embzacing him very lovingly, pꝛoteſting 


that nothing in the Mozld tould have hapned moze acceptable to

kriend and acquaintance ; who (to ſhew how the liked him whom 


her Husband loved) entertained him with ſuch familiar courteſie, 
ag Egiſtus perceived himtelk to be very welcome, * 

After they had thus Saluted and Embzaced each other, they 
mounted again on hozſeback, and rode toward the City, deviſing 
and accounting how being Childzen, they paſſed their youth in 
friendly paſtinies; where by the means of the Citizens, Egiſtus 
was received with Triumphs and Shews, in ſuch ſo2t ; that he 
marvelled how on ſo ſmall a warning they could make ſuch pꝛe⸗ 
para tion. Paſſing the ſtreets thus with fuch rare lights,they rode 
on to the Palace ; where Pandoſto entertained Egiſtus & his Sici- 
lians, with ſuch Banqueting and ſumptuous Chear, ſo Royally, 
as they had all cauſe to commend his Pꝛincely Liberality : Yea, 
the very baſeſt lave that was known to come from Sioilia, was 
uſed with much courtelie; that Egiftus might eaſily perceive how 
both he, and his were honoured fo2 his friends ſake, 

Bellaria (who in her time was the flower of Courteſie)willing 
to ſhew how unfeignedly ſhe loved her Hugband by his friends en- 
tertainment, uled him likewile lo kamiliarly, that her countenance 
bew2ayed how her heart was affected toward him; oktentimes 
coming her [elf into his bed-chamber, to le if nothing ſhould be 
amiſs to diſlike him, This honeſt familiarity encreaſed daily moꝛe 
and moze betwixt them: fo2 Bellaria noting in Egiſtus a Pꝛinte⸗ 
ly and bountiful mind; adozned with ſtindzy and excellent quali⸗ 
ties, « Egiſtus finding in her a Uirtuous and Courteous diſpoſi-. 
tion, there grew ſuch a ſecret vniting of their affecions,that the 
one could not be withour the Company of the other: inſomuch, 
that when Pandoſto was buſied with ſuch urgent affairs, that he 
could not be pꝛeſent with his friend Egiſtus, Bellaria would walk 
with him ints the Garden, and there they two in pꝛivate pleaſant 
Devices, would paſs away their time to both their contents. 
This cuſfom fl continuing betwixt them; a certain melancholly 
paſſion entring the mind of Pandaſto, dzove him into ſundzy and 
doubtful thoughts. 

Fixrſt, he called to mind the Beauty of his Wife Bellaria, the 
comelineſs and bꝛaberp of his friend Egiſtus: thinking that love 
was above all Laws, & therekoze to be ſtayed with no Law, that 


their 
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ſidered with himſelf that Egiſtus was a man, and mult needs 
love: that his Wite was a woman, and therekoze lubſec ro 
love : and that where fancy kozced, friendfþip was ok no kozte. 
Theſe and luch lite doubtful thoughts a long time Smothering 
in his ſtomach, began at laſt to bzed in his mind a ſecret miſtruſt 
which encreaſed his Suſpition, grew at laſt to a flaming jealou⸗ 
fie, that ſo toꝛmented him, as he could take no reſt. e then began 
to meaſure all their actions, and miltonſtrue of their te pꝛzivate 


familiarity, judging that it was not fo2 honeſt affection, but fo 


diſo2zdinate fancy : ſo as he began to watch them moze narrow: 
ly, to ſ& if he could get any true o2 certain pzof to confirm his 
doubtful ſuſpition ; while thus he noted their loks k geſtures, and 
ſuſpected their thoughts and meaning, they two filly Souls, who 
doubted nothing of this his treacherous intent, frequenting 
dayly tach others company: who dzove him into fuch a Frantick 
paſſion,thathe began to bear a ſecret hate to Egiſtus, and a low.. 
Countenance to Bellaria: who marvelling at ſuch unaccuſtomed 
frowns began to caff beyond the Bon, and to enter into a thou- 
ſand thoughts, which way ſhe fhouldoffend her ÞHugband but find: 
ing in her ſclf a clear Tonſcience, ceaſed to muſe till ſuch time as 
the might find oppoztunity to demand the cauſe of his dumps. In 
the mean time Pandofto's'mind was ſs ſurcharged with icaloufe 
that he no longer doubted, but was allured, as he thought, that 
his friend Egiſtus entred a w2ong point in Tables, and ſo had 
played him falſe play. UWhereupon defirous to revenge lo great 
an in jury, he thought beſt to dillemble the grudge, with a fair and 
kriendly Tountenante; and lo under the ſhape ok a kriend, to ſhew 
him the trick of a foe ; deviſing with himſelf a long time, how he 
might bet put away Egiſtus without Sufpition of Tzeacherous 
Murder, contluded at laft to poyſon him. dd hich opinion plealing 
his humour, he became reſolute in his determination, and the bet⸗ 
ter to bzing the matter to paſs, he called to him his Tup-bearer, 
with whom in ſecret he brake the matter: Pꝛomiſing him 
fo2 the pcrſo;mance thereof to give him a Thouſand Crowns 
of Yearly Revenue. Bis Cup-bearer, either being of a good 
Conſcicnce, oz willing koz faſhion ſake to deny ſuch a blady 


'Begucft , began with grear Rgaſons to perſwade Pandoſto

their open pleaſure might bꝛeed his Secret Diſpleaſure. He con:

juſt Ring with obedience, What 5 thou do ? Folly 9

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from this determinate Miſchief : chewing him what an offence 
Murther was ts the Gods, how much unnatural auions did moze 
diſpleaſe the Heavens than men: and that cauſeleſs Cruelty did 
ſeldom o2 never eſcape without Revenge: he laid befoze his kete 
that Egiſtus was his friend, a King, and one that was come in- 
to his Kingdom to confirm a League of perpetual Amity betwixt 
them: that he had, and did ſhew him a moft friendly tounte⸗ 
nance ; How Egiſtus was not only {zonouredof his own people 
by obedience,but alſs loved of the Bohemians for his courteſle: And 
that if he ſhould without any juſt oz manifeft cauſe popſon 
him, it would not onely be a great diſhonour to his Maſeſty, and 
a means to ſow a perpetual Enmity between the Sicilians and the 
Bohemians, but alſo his own Subjects would repine at ſuch trea- 
cherous Cruelty. Theſe and ſuch like perſwaſions of Franion, 
(lo ſo was his Cup-bearer called) could ns whit pꝛevail to dil⸗ 
ſwade him from his Devilith Enterpꝛize: But remaining reſo- 
lute in his Wetermination, his fury being fired with rage, as it 
could not be appeaſed with ceaſon,he began with bitter Taunts to 
take up his man, and to lay befoze him two Baits, pꝛeterment Et 
death; ſaying, that if he would poyſon Egiſtus, he wouldadbance 
him to high Dignities ; But if he refuſed to do it ok an obſtinate 
mind, no To2ture ſhould be tos great to requite his diſobedience. 
Franion [ging that to perſwade Pandoſto any moze, was but to 
ſtrive againſt the ſtream, conſented as ſoon as oppoztunity would 
give him leave, to diſpatch Egiſtus, wherewith Pandoſto remained 
ſomewhat ſatisfied , hoping now he ſhould be fully revenged o 
ſuch miſtruſted Jnjuries ; intending alſo as ſon as Egiſtus 
dead, to give his Wife a Sop of the ſame Sauce, and ſo to be rid 
of thoſe which were the cauſe of his reffleſs ſozrow ; while thus 
he lived in this hope, Franion (being ſecret fn his Chamber) be⸗ 
gan to meditate with himſelf in thele terms. * 


Franion ! Tzeaſon is loved of many, but the T1ayto2 is 

hated ok all; un juſt offences may fo2 a time eſcape without 
danger, but never without revenge. Thou art ſervant to a King 
and mult obey at command, yet againſt all Law and Conſcience 3 
It is not good to refiſt a Tyzant with Arms, noz ts pleaſe an un- 
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Eold and Frenzy p'eferment. Urtsdomfeketh efter Dignſtp, 
8nd Counſel loketh ko gan: Eꝑiſtus ig a ſtranger to thee, and 
pandoſto thy Soberaign: Thou haft little canſe to reſpec the one, 
and oughteſt to have great tare to obey the other. Think this 
Franion, that a pouvd ot᷑ gold is wozthj a tun ot Lead. Gꝛeat gifts 
ere litile 

to tourage. There is nothing twwter than pꝛomotion noz lighter 


than repoꝛt: care not then though moſt tall the a Tꝛaytoꝝ o al 


call theeRich. Dignity Franion advancerh thy poſterity; and evil 
Repoꝛt tan but hurs thy ſelf. Know this, here Eagles build, 
Faltong may pꝛay where Lyons haunt, Fores may ſteal. Wings 
are known ts command, Servants are blamelels to conſent:fear 
thou not then td likt at Egiſtus ; Pandoſto ſhall bear the burden: 
Yea, but | ranion. Conſcience is a Mozm that ever bireth, but 
never ceaſeth ; that which is rubbed with the ſtone Galactites, 
will never be hot ; Fleſh dfpped in the Sea Ageum will never be 
wert; The Herb Trigon, being once bit with an Aſpis, never 
groweth ; the Conſcience once tained with innocent blod, is al⸗ 
wales tyed to guilty remozſe. Pꝛeker thy content befoze Riches, 
and a clear mind befoze Tignity ; ſo being poz, thou ſhalt Have 


rich Peace; 02 elle Rich, thou ſpalt enjoy diſquiet, 


LRanion having muttered out thefe, oꝛ ſuch like woꝛds, le ing 
either he muſt dye with a clear Mind, oz live with a ſpotted 


Conſcience, was fo cunibzed with divers Cogitations, that he 


tould take no reſt , until at the laſt he determined to break the 
matter to Egiſtus: but fearing that the King Hould either ſuſpect 
02 hearof ſuch matters, he concealed the device till oppoztunity 
would permit him to reveal it. Lingring thus in a doubikul fear 
in an Evening he went to Egiſtus Lodging, and deſired to ſpeak 


with him of certain affairs that touched the King ; after ail were 


Commanded out of the Chamber , Franion made nunifelt the 
whole Conſpiracy which Pandoſto had deviſed againf him, de⸗ 


firing Egiſtus not to account him a T1ayto? fo; bewzaying his 


Walters Counſel, but to think that he did it fo2 Conſcience; ho- 
ping that although his Walter tnflamed with rage, oz increaied by 
{ome ũniſter repo2ts, oz landerous Speches, had muagined ſuch 
tauifcleſs miſchiek, yer when time ſhould pactfie his Anger, and

ds, and Pꝛekerment to a mean man is a Whetfgone - 
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try thoſe Tale-bearers tu be but flattering Paraſites , then he 


would count him as a faithful ſervant, that with (ure care had 
kept his Paſters tredit. Egiſtus had not fylly heard Franion tell 
koꝛth his Tale, but quaking fear poſſeſſed all his Limbe, thinking 
that there was ſome T1eaſon wꝛought, and that Franion did but 
ſhadow his Craft with theſe falſe colours ; wherefo2e he began 
to wax incholar,andſa*d that he doubted not Pandoſto, ſith he was 
hig friend, and there had never ken as yet any bzeach of Amity, 
he hdd not ſought to invade. dis Lands, to confpire with his 
Enemies, to diſlwade his Subjects from their Allegiance, but in 
woꝛzd and thought he reſted his at all times; he knew not there- 
foze any Cauſe that ſhould make Pandoſto to ſeek his Death, but 
ſuſpected it to be a compacted knavery of the Bohemians, tg wing 
the King and him to obz, Franion ſtaying him in the midl> 
his talk, told him; That to dally with Pzinces, was with the 
Swans to ung againſt their death, and that if the Bohemians 
had intended any ſuch milshler, it might have ben the better 
brought to pa:s , than by revealing the Tonſpiracy ; therekoze 
bis Majeſty did ill to miſconftrue of his god meaning, lith. his 
intent was to hinder T1eaſon , not to become a T2aytoz ; And 
ro confirm his pꝛomitt, if it pleaſed his Majeſty tu fly into 22 
ko; the ſafeguard of his Lice, he would go with him: and 
then he found not ſuch a pzactile to be pzerended, let his imagi⸗ 
ned Tzeachery be repayed with moſt monſtrous rozments, 
Fg:ſtus hearing the Solemn Pzoteftations of Franion , began 


to conſider , That in Love and Kingdoms, neither Faith noz 


Law is to be reſpected : Doubting that Pandoſto thought bp 
his Death to deſtroy his Men, and with ſpeedy Wars ts invade 
Sicilta. Theſe and ſuch like doubts thwughly weighed, he gave 
great thanks to tranion, p2zomiling, if he might with Life re- 
turn to Syracuſe, that he would create him a Duke in Sicilia: 
Tzabing his counſel how he might eſcape out of the Country. 
Franion , who having ſome fmall gkill in Navigation - was 
well acquainted. with the Pozts and Havens, and knew the dan⸗ 
ger of the Sea: Joyning in couricel wfth the Walter of Egiſtus 
Navy, Rigging all their Ships, and letting them afioat,ler them 
lye at Ancho?, ts be in the moze readineſs when time and Mind 
ould ſerve, Foztune, although Alger by chance favouring his 

2 ſuſt 
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juſt cauſe ſent them within ix days a god gale of Mind; which 


Fraoion ſwing fir fo2 their purpoſe, to put Pandoſto aut of luli- 


tion, the Might bekoze he Ghould ſapl, he went to him, and pꝛomi⸗ 
ſev, That the next day he would put the Device in pꝛactice; lo; he 
had got ſvch a kozcible poyſon , as the very ſmell thereof would 
pꝛoture ſudden death. Pandoſto was joyful to hear this god 
News, and thought every hour a day, till he might be glutted 
with this bloody revenge: but his Suit had but ill ſucceſs ; fo2 
Egiſtus fearing that delaying might bꝛed danger, and willing 
that the Gꝛals fhould not be cut from under his ket, taking bag 
and baggage, by the help of Franion, conveyed himſelf æ his men 
out at the Poſtern Gate of the City, ſo ſecretly and ſpedily,thar 


without any ſulpition they got to the Dca-ſhoze ; where with 


many a bitter Curſe taking their leave of Bohemia, they went 
aboard, weighfng their Anchozs, and hoiſting Sail, they paſſed ag 
kaſt as Wind and Sta would permit towards Sicilia; Egiſtus 
being a joyful man that he had ſafely paſſed ſuch treacherous perils. 
But as they were quietly floating on tle Sea, Pandoſto and his 
Citizens were in an upꝛoar: Foz ſ&ing that the Sicilians withs 
dut taking their leave, were fled away by night, the Bohemians 
feared ſome T1eaſon,and the King thought that without queſtion 
his Stiſpition was true, leing the Cup-bearer had bewzayed the 
Sum of his ſecret pzecence. {Ulhereupon he began to imagine 
that Franion, and his Wife Bellaria had conſpired with Egiſtus, 
and that the fervent affection ſhe bare him, was the only means 
of his ſecret departure, inſomuch, that incenſed with rage, he com- 
manded that his Wife ſhould be carried ſtraight ro. Pziſon,until 
they heard further of hſs pleaſure. The Guard Ins lay 
their hands on ſuch a Uirtuous Pꝛintelg, c yet fearing the Kings 
fury, went very ſozrowfully ts fulfill their Charge: Coming to 
the Qugns Lodging, they found her playing with her young ſon 
Garinter ;. unto whom with tears doing their meſſage, Bellaria 
aſtoniſhed at ſuch a hard cenſure,and finding her clear Conſcience 
a'fure Advocate ts plead in her cauſe, went to P2iſon moſt wil- 


ingly ; where with ſighs and tears the paſſed away the time, till 


+2 might come to her Tyyal. 
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But Pandoſto, whoſe Reaſon was ſupptefſed with Rage, and 
whoſe unbzidled fofly was incenſed with kurn. Seing Frauion 
hay bewꝛayed his ſecrets, 4 that Egiſtus might well be railed on, 
duk not revenged, determined to wzeak all his wꝛath on pz Bella- 
ria. e therefoze tauſed a general pꝛoclamation to be made thzough- 
out all his Realm; That the Quen and Egiſtus had by the help ot 
Franion, not only committed moſt inteſtuous A dultery, but alſo had 
Conſpired the Kings death; whereupon the Tzaytoz Fran on wag 
fled away with Egiſtus, and Bellaria was malt juſtly impziſcned, 
This Pꝛotlamation being once blazed thzough the Country, al- 
though the virtuous diſpoſition of the Quen did halk dilcredit the 
Contents, yet the ſo ſudden and ſpeedy Uoyage of Egiſtus, æ the 
ſecret departure of Franion , induced them (the circumſtances 
thzotughly coriſidered) to think, that both the Pꝛotlamation was 
true, and the King greatly envied.; yet they pitied her tale, and 
were ſg2roWful that ſo god a Lady ſhould be crofſed with ſuch ad⸗ 
verſe Foztune. But the King, whole reftleſs rage would admit 
no pity, thought that although he might ſufficiently requite his 
Wives kalhod with the bitter plague of pinching Penury , yet 
his mind ſhouly never be glutted with revenge, till he might have 
a fit oppoztunity to repay the Tyeachery of Egiſtus with a fatal 
Injury. But a cur Cow hath oftentimes ſhozt Hozns, and a 
willing mind, but a weak arm. Foz Pandoſto, although he felt 
that Revenge was a Spur ts War, and that envyalways pꝛoffe⸗ 
reth Stel, yet he ſaw that Egiſtus was not only of great Puiſ- 
kante and Pꝛowels to withſtand him, but alſo had many Kings of 
his Alliante to aid him, if ned ſhould require, fo2 he married the 
Emperozs Daughter of Ruſſia, Theſe and the like conſideration 
ſometimes daunted Pandoſto?s courage, ſo that he was content 
rather to put up a manifeſt injury with peace, than hunt after re- 
venge, difhonour, & loſs ; determining ante Egiſtus had eſcaped. 
fcor-fre, that Bellaria ſhould pay fot all, at an unreaſonable p2ice. 

. Kemaining-thus reſolute in his Determination, Bellaria con- 
tinuing ſtill in pꝛiſon, and hearing the contents of the Pꝛotlama⸗ 
tion, knowing that her mind was never touched with ſuch affe- 
tion, no2 that Egiſtus had never offered her ſuch: diſcourteſie, 
would gladly have tome to her Anſwer; that both che might have 
anown her jult Accufer , and cleared her ſelf.of that guiltleſs 
Crime. | But 
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and with patiente to bear theſe heav» Jnjuries. As thus ißt la

Delphos is ſought 
to by -2inces, not Beggars: And Foztunes Altar {moaks with 
Kings »:eſents, not with pooz mens Gifts. Happy are ſuch 
Bellaria, that curſe Foztune fo contempt, not fear ; « may wiſh 
they were nor.ſozry they have been: Thou art a Pzinceſs, Bella- 
ria, and yet a P:iſoner ; bom tothe one by deſcent, aſligned to 
the other by deſpight ; accuſed without cauſe, and therekoze ought⸗ 
eft to dye without care ; foj'patfence is a thield againſt. Foztune, 
and a guiltieſs mind pieldeth not to loꝛtow; but Jnfamy gal ⸗ 
lerh unts death, and liveth after death. Repozt is plumed 
with Times Feathers, and Envy oftentimes ſoundeth Fames 
Tzumpet; Thy ſuſpected Adultery ſhall fly into the Ayz, and thy 
known Uirtues ſhall lye hid in the Earth: One Pole ſlaineth a 
whole Face ; And what is once fpotted with Inkamp, can hardly 
be wozn out with Time. Wye then Bellaria, Bellaria dye ;

He Japloz pittying thoſe her heavy paſſlons , thinking 
1 that if the King knew ſhe were with Thild , he wolild 
ſomewhat appeaſe his fury, and releaſe her fron! Pꝛiſon, went 
in all haſte, and certified Pandoſto what the effec of Bellaria's 
complaint was: who no ſaner heard the Jayloꝛ ſay ſhe was with 
Child, but as one poſſeſſed with a Frenzy, roſe up in a Rage, 
ſwearing that ſhe and the Baſtard bzar the went withal chould 
die, if the Gods themlel ves laid no; thin kin kurely by tomputa⸗ 
tion of time, that Egiſtus and not he was Kacher tothe Child: 
This ſuſpitious thought galledafreſþ his half jcaled to2e, inſo- 
much as he could take no reſt, until he might mitigate his cholar 
with a cruel Revenge, which happened pꝛelently afrer Bellaria 
was bzought to bed of a fair and beautifull Daughter, which 
no ſooner Pandoſio heard, but he determined that both Bellaria 
and the poung Infant fhould be burned with fire. His Nobles 
hearing of the Mags cruel Sentence, fought by perſwaſions ts 
divert him krom his blody determination; laying befo2e his 
Face the Jnnocency of the Child, and Uertuous 'WDilpoſition 
of his - Wife , how ſhe had. continually Loved and Honoured 
him lo l without due pꝛook he could not, no2 ought 
not appeach her of that Crime: And if the had faulted , yet it 
were moze Yonourable to pardon with Mercy , than to puniſh 
with extremity, and moze kindly to be commended of pitty, than 
to diſcredit her.

eſcaped without revenge. Theſe and ſuchlikeBeaſonstouldnox 
appeaſe his Kage, but he reſted reſolute in this, That Bellaria,be- 
ing an Adultreſs, the Child was a Baſfard,and he would not ſuf- 
fer that ſuch an infamous Bat ſhould-call him Father. Yet at 
laſt (cæing his Nobles were ſs impoztunang upon him) he was 
content to ſpare the Childs life , and yet to put it to a wozſe 
Death; Foz he found out this device, That ſ&ing (as he 
t Aab it came by Foztune, ſo he would commit it to the charge 
of Foztune, and therefoze he cauſed a little Cock-boat to be pꝛo⸗ 
dided, wherein he meant to put the Babe, and then ſent him to 
the Merties of the Deas, and the Deſfinies ; From this his Pers 
in no wile could perſwade him, but that he ſent p2eſently two 
of his Guard to fetch. the Child; who being come to the Pꝛiſon, 
and with weping Tears recounting their Walters Mellage;

And ſhalt thou fwet Babe, be 
committed to Foztune, when thou art already ſpighted by Foz⸗ 
tune?

pudent in foz\wearing the Fac, ſince ſhe had paſſed all ſhame in 
commiting the fault; but her countenance ſhould and fo2 no 
Copn; fo2 as the Baſtard which ſhe bare was ſerved, ſo ſhe ſhould. 
with ſome cruel death be requited. Bellaria no whit diſmayed 
with this rough Reply , told her Yugband Pandoſio, that he 
ſpake upon Choler, and not Conſcicnce; koz her verteous Life 
had even been ſuch, as no ſpot of Suſpition could ever ſtain it. 
And if ſhe had bozn a friendly Countenance to Egißus, it was 
in reſpect he was his friend, and not fo2 any luſting affection ; 
therefoze if ſhe were condemned without any further pꝛok, it 
was Rigour , and not Law, The Noblemen which late in 
Judgment, laid: That Bellaria ſpake reaſon ; and intreated the 
King that hez accuſers might be openly examined and ſworn ; 
if then the Evidence were ſuch as the Jury might ſind her guilty, 
(fo2 ſeeing ſhe was a Pzincels , ſhe ought to be tryed by the 
Peers). then let her have ſuch Puniſhment as the Extremity 
of the Law will aſſign to ſuch Malefacto2s. The King pꝛelently 
made Anſwer , that in this cate he might and would diſpence 
with the Law; And that the Jury being onte panneled, they 
ſhould take his wozd fo? ſufficient Evidence, otherwiſe he would: 
make the pꝛoudeſt of them repent it. The Noblemen ſeeing the 
King in Choler were all whiſt: But Bellaria, whoſe life hung 
in the Ballance, fearing more perpetual Jnfamy than momen⸗ 
tary. death, told the King if his fury might ſtand for a Law, 
that it were in vain to have the Jury peild their Uerdic : and 
thereupon: the fell down upon knees, and deſired the King, that 
for the love he bare to his Young Son Garinter, whom the bzought- 
into. the Wozld, that he would grant her Requeſt, the which was: 


this: That it: would pleaſe his. Maſeſty to ſend ſix of his Noble: . 


men; whom. he beſt truſted, to the Iſle of Delphos, There to in- 
te ef” the Ozacle of: Apollo, whether ſhe had: — 
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Adultery with Egiſtus, oz conſpired to poyſon him with Frznion: 
and if the God Apollo, and by his Divine Eflence knoweth all 
ſecrets, gave anſwer that ſhe wag guilty, ſhe was content to ſutfer 
any Toment were it never ſo terrible. The requeſt was lo rea- 
ſonable, that Pandoſto fo ſhame could not deny it, unleſs he would 
be counted of all his Subjects more WUilful then Wiſe. Be 
therefore agreed, that with as god ſpced as might be, there ſhould 
be certain ambaſſadozs diſpach'd to the Iſle of Delphos: and in 
the mean time he commanded that his Wife ſhould be kept in , 

cloſe Pꝛiſon. Bellaria haveing attained this grant, was moe care-- 
ful of her little Baby that floated on the Stag, than ſozrowtful 
fo: her own miſhap ; fo2 of that ſhe doubted ; but of her ſelf ſhe 
was allured; knowing that - if Apollo ſhould give ſentence acco!- 
ding to the thoughts of her heart, yet the Sentence ſhould go 
on he? fide, ſuch was the clearneſs of her mind, in this caſe. But 
Pandoſto (whole Suſpicious heart ſtill remained in one Song) 
choſe out fit of his Mobility, whom he knew were ſcarce inditte⸗ 
rent men in the Queens behalf ; and pꝛoviding all things fit koꝛ 
their Journey, lent them to Delphos, They willing to fulfil the 
Kings Command, and deſirous toſec. the Scituation and Cuſtome 
of the Jfland, diſpatched their affairs with as much ſpeed as might 
be, and Embarked themſelves ko the Tloyage ; which (the wind 
and weather ſerving fit fo2 their purpoſe ). was ſon ended. Foz 
within thꝛee weeks they arrived at Delphos : where they were 
no ſoner let on Land, and with great Devotion they went to the 
Temple of Apollo, and there offering Sacrifice unto the God, and 
Gifts to the Pyeſts, as the cuſtome was, they humbly trabeh an 
anſwer of their demands. They had not long kneeled at rhe Altar. 
but Apollo, with a loud voice ſaid; Bohemians, What ye find 
behind the Altar, take and depart. They fozthwith obeyed the 
Ozatle, found a Scrowl of Parthment , wherein were waitten

of Tonſpiracy with Franion : Bellaria hearing the Contents, was 
no. whit aſtoniſhed, but made this chearkul Angwer: x

they are) J hope my paticnce will make Foztune binſh, and 
my uaſpotted life ſhall tain ſpightful diſcre dit Foꝛ although ly⸗ 
ing repoꝛt hath ſought to impeach mine honour; and fuſpiticn hath 
intended to ſpoil my credit with infamy ; »fr, where vertue kepeth 
the Fort, Report and Suſpition may aCail,” but nyver lack.

p2efled with heavy ſozrow, her vital Spirits were ſtopped that he 
fell. down pꝛelently dead, and never could be revived. This ſudden
